ENERGY CONSERVATION TIPS FROM JIM HULL 

"Perhaps you don't realize it - BUT - 
our basic power use costs us approximately 
44% more per kilowatt hour in the months 
June through October than it does November 
through May. To have this power available 
(termed 'demand') costs us approximately 
29% more in the summer months. So - give 
us a helping hand and be energy conscious 
this summer.

'P.S. The chances are you are paying 
approximately 27% more for your electricity 
per kilowatt hour at home during the summer, 
depending on where you live. Be wise, 
de-energize!"
